Insurance Practice in Edinburgh. 

The practitioners on the panel in Edinburgh, under the 
presidency of Dr. Bowie, Chairman of the Panel Committee, 
dined together at the North British Hotel on March 21st and 
afterwards discussed the question of action to be taken in 
connexion with the revision of the terms of service this year.

SCHOLARSHIPS. 


THE Council of the British Medical Association is prepared 
to receive applications for Research Scholarships as follows: 


1. An ERNEST HART MEMORIAL SCHOLARSH??, of the 
value of £200 per annum, for the study of some subject 
in the department of State Medicine. 


2. THREE RESEARCH SCHOLARSHIPS, each of the value 
of £150 per annuw, for research into some subject relating 
to the Causation, Prevention, or Treatment of Disease. 


Each scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October 1st, 1923.

Withholding of Exchequer Grant. 

A report was received of the result of the action taken by tly 
Committee in connexion with the three cases of complaint againg 
insurance practitioners at Barrow-in-Furness in connexion with 
which the Ministry had held inquiries, notwithstanding the gy 
that the Local Insurance Committee, after full consideration gy 
the facts, had not recommended avy action being taken. ‘Th 
result of the three inquiries was that the Minister decided not ty 
withhold any portion of the Supp'ementary Grant. The reply of 
the Ministry to the Medical Secretary’s letter on the matter will 
be found in the SUPPLEMENT of February 24th, p. 62. The Barrow 
Panel Committee sent its thanks for the action taken on its behalf 
and advice given to it, 


Medical Service Subcommittecs and Fines. 

A Panel Committee asked for advice as to what penalty th 
medical members of a Medical Service Subcommittee shouid 
recommend, if in connexicn with a complaint agaiust a practi.

Alleged ‘* Canvassing.” 

As a result of the Ccmmittee’s decision to take any necessary 
action in the case of instances of alleged canvassing by or o 
behalf of insurance practitioners, it was reported that a Panel 
Committee had forwarded detai!s of a case which hat been 
referred to the Solicitor of the Association with a view toa case 
being made out for presentation by the Association to the General 
Mesical Oouncil. was then ascertained, however, that the 
Medical Defence Union was taking action, and the matter was |lelt 
to that body. A second case is receiving consideration.

Fees for Anaesthetics. 
A Panel Committee disapproved a c'aim for a fee for adminis'te 
tion of an anaesthetic for an operation performed bya practitiouet 
on the medical list of its area upon an insured person belonging 
its arca, but operated upon in a cot‘age hospital within the arcaol 
an adjoining Insurance Committee. ‘he action cf the Pane 
Committee was disapproved by both the Welsh Bosrd of Health 
and the EnglishMinistry of Health. The Insurance Acts Committee 
advised that the Panel Committee should ccntinue to disallow lee 
in such instances, particularly having regard to the fact thal 
representatives of the Ministry of Health had agreed with the 
Committee on March 30th, 1922, that the responsibility of insurance 
practitioners for the treatment of insured persons in hospital 
shou'd be subject to the limitation, inter alia, that the institution 
was situated within the arca in which the practitioner bal 
undertaken to attend the insured person. ; 
The Committee also had before it a communication from 
Panel Committee which had endeavoured to have removed irom 
its Distribution Scheme the provision allowing the payment of a 
fee for the administration of an anaesthetic, but whieh had beet 
informed by the Ministry that the prov:so in Section I of Part Il 
of the First Schedule prohibited the deletion in this provision @ 
the Distribution Scheme once it had been valid, With a view

Surgery and Waiting Room Accommodation. 

Froma communication received by the Central Office from an 
jndividual insurance practitioner it appeared that an Insurance 
Committee clerk, without previously communicating in any way 
with the Panel Committee, had circularized each insurance prac- 
titioner, asking for information as to the number of insured 

rsons seen each day at the surgery during the previous six 
months. The Panel Committee secretary was thereupon advised 
to instruct his members and make & protest. The anel Com- 
mittee was further advised, that having made its ees should 
then cffer to meet the Insurance Committee to discuss inter alia 
the question of surgery and waiting room accommodation, and 
arrange for suitable joint action between the two Committees. 


Statistics of Attendances on Insured Persons. 

‘The Committee considered suggestions by various Panel Com- 
mittees to the effect that the National Insurance Defence Trust 
ghould be utilized for the purpose of employing acccuntants in 
selected areas to gather statistics as to work done by insurance 

titioners. The Committee did not, however, feel in a position 
to approve the proposal as a number of individual insurance prac- 
titioners are forwarding extremely valuable statistics. The Com- 
mittee also had before it a propcsal by the Kingston-upon-Hull 
Panel Committee that a record sheet should be printed and sup- 
plied to Panel Committees and through them to insurance practi- 
tioners upon which, at the end of each day, the practitioner might 
enter the number of visits and attendances. A draft form will be 
submitted for consideration at the next meeting of the Committee. 


Change of Doctor. - ; 
The Committee expressed disapproval of a proposal urged by the 
Oldham Panel Committee that an insurance practitioner should, 
insteal of as at present being required to give notice before 
June Ist or December lst that he desired a particular insured 
per on removed from his list, be allowed to give such notice up 
to the end of the first fortnight in either June or December. 


New Terms of S:rvice for 1924. 

The Committee had before it certain semi-official information 
which enabled it to arrange that the Special Panel Conference will 
be held in London on Thursday, June 7th, for the purpose of 
considering the result of the negotiations which will shortly take 
place with the Ministry upon the question of the terms of service 
and remuneration for 1925. 


A Pension Scheme for Insurance Practitioners. 

As was reporged to the October, 1922, Panel Conference, the 
Committee has been engaged in discussing this matter, and has 
had the benefit of the advice of members of a Subcommittee of the 
London Panel Committee which has given considerable attention 
to the question, as well as of the valuable data collated by the 
London Panel Committee. The Committee is reporting to the 
Panel Conference that for various reasons no pensions scheme 
properly so-called is a eagenge ee and that the only scheme fair to 
all participants would be a deferred payment scheme. A series 
of suggestions as regards such a scheme of deferred pay will be 
circulated at a later date to all Panel Committees and placed 
before the Conference.
